In addition to the strict observation of existing traffic regulations, all 
drivers must take special earc to avoid accidents during the Festiv&ll 
Particular consideration must be given to the .increased oedestriim traffic. 

2o Official vehicle columns will have the right of way in every instances, 
Grossing, brer- king through or massing vehicle columns is forbidden. 

3. Grossing or passing marching colmms is to be done only with the great- 
est caution* 

Conclusion s 

lo In the interest of traffic control, Fpecial Permits and Special Authorisa- 
tions are to be placed on the windshield where they are clearly visible * 

2o Failure to comply with these regulations is punishable according to law* 

In addition to existing fines, violators may be punished by having their 
vehicles impounded and losing thair driving licenses, 

3o These regulations become effective on 1 August 1951 at 0000 hours and remain 
valid until 21 August 1951 at 2400 hours.
